public charrette to discuss the re-initiation of the Miami-
Dade County Back 
Bay Coastal Storm 
Risk Management 
Feasibility Study (Back 
Bay Study). This event 
was held in the D. 
Inez Andreas Building 
at Barry University, in 
Miami Shores Village 
and attracted over 
6o attendees from 
various coastal cities. 
Many individuals expressed interest in learning more 
about the study and how it could particularly impact 
individual cities and coastal properties. This event was 
one of five charrettes hosted by Miami-Dade County and 
USACE, at various locations throughout the region during 
the week of November 14th - 18th.    

During the meeting, James Murley, 
Chief Resilience Officer with Miami-
Dade County, reaffiimed the County’s 
commitment to provide additional 
opportunities for community stakeholder 
involvement as the USACE seeks to 
refine the study. To that end,  Mr. Murley 
attended a prior virtual meeting held by 
the Miami Shores Village Sustainability 
Committee on November 9th  to 
provide a pre-charrette overview of the 
Miami-Dade Back Bay Coastal Storm 
Risk Management Feasibility Study.

Vegetation Trimming Tips 
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The holiday season can bring out the best 
in people, but it can also bring out the worst 
in burglars. The idea of many homes with 
packages and presents available for the taking 
can be very tempting for burglars.  While it is 
impossible to completely prevent a break-in, 
here are some ideas for keeping your December 
one to remember fondly and not one to regret.

A Valuable View 
Gifts that are visible from the front windows or 

from windows near the front door can be very 
tempting and may even encourage a would-
be burglar to make their move.

Burglars probably won’t be coming down 
chimneys but they are looking for unlocked 
doors and windows.  Breaking glass or smashing 
a door isn’t a burglar’s preferred method for 
entering a home because of the noise that 
it creates.  Instead, burglars are looking for a 
bathroom window that has been left open for 
ventilation or a rear door that has been left 
unlocked for the kids.  Protect your home and 
its contents by making sure that all windows 
and doors are closed and locked when you 
are away.

Looking Lived In
Burglars are looking for that unoccupied (but 

well-stocked!) home.  Even if you’re 2,000 
miles away visiting family, some simple steps 
on your part will help make your home look 
lived in, active, and a poor target for unwanted 
“visitors.”

• Keep it lit! Using timers to turn on lights (set to your 
normal hours of lighting usage) is the first and most 
important step in discouraging a would-be burglar.

• Noise is good! A radio or television set on a timer in 
the background can be an excellent deterrent and 
a sign that someone is home.

• Pick up your mail and newspapers! A house 
littered with newspapers on the driveway and mail 
spilling out of the mailbox is a sure sign that no one 
is home.  Have your neighbors pick up your mail 
and newspapers each day.

• Take in the garbage! When leaving for a trip, make 
arrangements with your neighbors to put away your 
garbage can.  An abandoned can on the curb says 
to a would-be burglar that you aren’t home.

In the wake of Hurricane Ian and Nicole, it is 
more important than ever for homeowners in 
Miami Shores Village to build resiliently and 
sustainably. By following the Florida Building 
Code and the Miami Shores Code of Ordinances, 
you can reduce your risk of flood damage and 
make your home stronger and more flood-
proof.

As of now, we are working with one chapter 
of the plan, the Future Land Use Element and 
the Future Land Use Map. This chapter guides 
and manages growth in terms of uses, density, 
intensity (size of projects), and other criteria which 
is represented as goals, objectives, and policies.
